7th of June last, vessel at anchor off' iliicka- 
too. At d.iylight pumped ship, washed the 
decks, and sent the small boat away for two 
casks of fresh water. At eight a. m. the 
boat returned. Diirins: the morning and 
lorenoon several canoes caine up and pulled 
around the ship, for what object the master 
at first could not define. In the forencion

whip ill a small boat to cut lire wood, and 
also two spars — one fur the rniiiiitriiist and 
lilt; DthiT liH inniu :;iiir.

Xaduatrial Eachibltion Meeting. 

Yesleirday afternoon, at 2 o'clock, a large 
number of gentlnmen assembled tosjether 
at the Suprotne Court Room, for the purpose 
of considering and adopting mniiiis whereby 
this and our sister colony mny be repio- 
Hentcil at the Industrial E.vhibition, to bo lielii 
in London during the month ol Muy, 18152. 
Among those piesuiit wo noliood Ih.s E.\- 
celiency Governor Douglas, liishop liilLs, 
Bishop DeMer.':, Cliief Justice Begbie of 
Britinh Columbia, Rev. Dr. Evans, lion. A. J. 
Langley, Wm. A. G. Youii;,', Esq., and 
Me.ffr.'*. Ilelincken, Foster, Cole:-, Gordon, 
VVaddingtoii, MoDo.iald, Crea.se, Butnaby, 
and Franklin, M. 1'. P.'s, 

His E.xeelleiioy, liaviug consented to aot 
as Honorary President of the meeting, pre- 
sided, and after Ihe meeting had been called 
to order addressed the , assemblage as 
follows :

Mr. Crease continued — Because we have 
rcsmtrces yet to be developed, is the very 
reason why wu should e.vert ourselves to 
make Ihein known to Iho world. This 
inovemeiit, I believe, will have the elfec( of 
making ns better known abroad, and create 
a bond of syrap.it'iy between ourselves and 
all other nations that have the honor to be- 
long to the Anglii-Sa.von race.

1 was concerned in 
the pr'oduct.s of Cniiada at Ihe exhibition in 
18.')1, in I-oiuli)ii, nnd wa.^ surprised to see 
the ellect produced. Vou saw skin.s, rough 
pieces id' stone, articles of Indian production 
(ue have ioruuiately ]deiily here) birch ea- 
iioes and sleighs (ol ihe latter. 1 am most 
happy to say, we shall not be able to send 
any samples), timber, ceieal-s, etc. J-ivery- 
ihing looked well, and the exhibition of llio 
articles gave grout satislaction. There is 
no doubt but an equtil eflecl can be i)ii)duced 
by our own prodiicl-i ; it will lay llio fmirid- 
aiion for our advaiiceineiil, and bring capital 
into the country. It will act aa a world- 
wide advertisement, and i.s the cheapest 
kind of an adveriisemenl that we can have — 
we must organize; and in order' todo .so 
alleciually, wo liavo in this resolution 
brouiiht together Ihose dilFercnt eleincnt.s in 
society that do nut generally pull tog;eihiT. 
The names now laid bid'uroyon are seleeled 
without regard to politics, or social dilier- 
ences, and it will be the duly of the General 
Committee to .send the names of don6rs 
home atiached lo the articles ihey contri - 
hiile. Mis Kxcellency ihe Governor had 
heen kind enough lo c.vtend assistance to 
the moveinenl. la coiicliisioii, the lion, 
gentleman hoped that the object for wdiich 
die meeting had beeti cajled would be car- 
ried out, and that do obstiicle would be ea- 
countered in furthering ihe ends of the 
movement. 

Chief Justice Benbie ro^e to second the 
motion, and said that the necessity for some 

such action must recotiimend itself to all; 

and that if we couM not semi anylliing very 
dazzling home, we niiglil i.till di-covor .^unie- 
thing very valuable to ourselves. lie 
lhooght.it a very good idea to send to the 
cxhibitioii Indian cnrio.-ities. People would 
corne miles to sci; Indian cuiiosities, and 
when Ihrv g il tlieit--, would sue, inaddilion, 
specimens of our niiiierals, or our spars, or 
nometliilig else that would be sure to help 
us along. 

Mr. T. J. Skinner said that iii 185-1 ho had 
sent home a sample, of wheat, and had re- 
ceived a letter from the parly to whom he 
had sent il stating that it was the fiuc.-,t 
specimen of wheal ever grown in any 
couiiiry. 

The resolution was .idopled unanimously.

Me bclongi Ll lo 
a positive period, an ; was posilively in fa- 
vor ol Ihe movement; but was not in favor 
ot biMiding lu the linluslrial Exhibition ob- 
jects merely lor the jinrpose id cnrio^iiy. 
We inii.-t send practical objei Is in wliicli 
capital may bo invested. An imliiMrial 
coratnittee was. needed, and the feeling in 
favor of this movement, ho believed, w'ns 
unanimoiis ihr.iugbiMit the colcni)'. If it is 
(.aiiie I oiil, il will 1)0 of iiicali-iilahle bi'iie- 
lil to bolli coloiile.-^, and llie eonmiiltee 
should be able to oolli-et such a mass ol 
matter as would briny ns to the notice of 
t!ie world. Mr. DeC. Iioro alluded to home 
hiatisiii'.al information gleaned from thti Port 
I'ownsend licgiiler, from which it appear d 
that Washington Territnry had exporled in 
I8li0 to this colony S'.iOt.'',.'i7l) id Ine piodiicls 
of tli.it lertiioiy, being !837,OI)U worth more 
iiiaii w.is seni lo oiharpiirls of the world dur- 
ing Ihe .•Miine period, While wa have bet- 
leri,ind lli.iii the iieigliboiiii;; leiiiloi)', U 
does not irlleet iiiilcli cioilil upon llio en- 
eigv ol our jieople. II wu heinl to ihis 
exiiibilion specimens iil our iiiiiicialj, wo 
slioiild also give some idea uf llio localities 
and huiiouiiding'i in winch lliey are loiinil.

Mr. Eraiiklin ruse to uucund the resolution.

inicrsecting the country in nil directions. In 
the fast century there wa.sjonly one field of 
wheat grown in '.he county of Lancashire, 
Now see the progress she lias madn in ag- 
riculture. South Australia was considered 
the roost productive of the Australian col- 
onies, ana only twelve bushels of wheat 
were grown to the acre. All we want is 
capital to advance and dbvelope our resour-. 
cos. The facilities for ship builders and 
lumbermen are much greater here than in 
any other country. Ten .i-teamboats have 
been built in this harbor since 1858, and 
within the past few days five ships^ have ar- 
I veil ai Nanaimo from San Frnncicoo. 
lOi-ei-.liially the w!;ole I'.ioific coast will be 
(.iir iii.iikei; anil if proper exertions are 
ii.sed, there is iiolliiiig to prevent this liocom- 
iiii; one id' the in;isl iiiipotlarit of England's 
tJi doilies. 

r.ishop Hills s.iid that provion.s to his 
coming here he had received a letter from 
Mr. jfooker of the Kow Gardens, inviting 
him to go ilown to London and see a vessel 
that had just arrived from this colony with a 
cargo of apiir.f. His lordship said it was Mio 
finest timbor.ho had ever seen; and one spar 
was 120 foot in length. It was, unfortunately, 
briiken while some workmen were endeav- 
oring to rai.io it. Since he had arrived 
hi;:-o, however, ho had learned that Messrs. 
.Slanip & Co. had sent 'o England a .spar 
measuring IGO feet. Ills Lirdship advised 
the adoption of energetic measures lo bring 
this colony into notice both in England and 
elsewhoreit' 

The Vice President remarked that he had 
recently received a letter from a London 
linn, requesting him to send details of the 
two colonies, as a preliminary for the estab- 
lishment of a line of steam vessels from 
London to tills port direct; and also to see 
if Ihe induceineiits were snllicrienl for the 
formation of an Emigration Society. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Dr. Wood, of li. M.S. Hecate, offered the 
following resolution: , , , j 

Resolved, That a 8Ub;OortJroillee bo ap- 
pointed, consisting of the following members 
ot tho General Committee, for the purpose 
of collecting specimens of Indian products 
and manufactures; Dr, Tolmie, J. S.

Dv. Wood said that in 1852 he took home 
to England a piece of native cotton from one 
of the Polynesian Islands. It was consid- 
ered a nuisance by the natives. He showed 
il 10 a cotton spinner at Manchester, and 
wa.s told it was worth seven or eight cents 
jier pound. The President of the Cotton 
Aasucialion afterwards told liini they were 
hlarving for just such cotton. He believed 
il would bo the same with many of the arti- 
cles sent to tho E.vhibition from here. He 
advocated the policy of educating the In- 
dians, and tlioughl that under a j udicious 
system of instruction llioy might change the 
groiesque images they at present carved 
into useful articles. 

Jlev. A. C. Garrett warmly .secomled the 
resolution, and in the course ol iiis remarks 
said that he did hoi agree with Mr. De 
Cosmos in regard lo our sending home In- 
dian curiosities. He thought it the best 
possible plan wo could adopt. Il would show 
capitalists that there was bone, muscle, eneigy 
and intellect hero waiting for employment. 

Mr. Kobl. liurnaby rose to advocate tho 
appoinlraentof a Committee on Minerals. 
.Minerals, he'said, were the mainstay of tho 
sister colonies. It was owing to the discovery 
of minerals that we lirst came into existence. 
Let specimens of our mineral wealth be 
Kent to the exhibition. Nothing will ad- 
vance our interests S) much as sending 
homo palpable, niitnistakeablo lumps uf 
truth. [Laughter.] It is to minerals thai 
\s e aie iiideliled lur our piesenl prosperity. 
Mr. 1!. coiicludrd by olfering the following:

The lesuliition was adopted. 

Major G. F, l'u.sler said that this move- 
ment would show we are not devoid of fer- 
tile ii.ieis of laiid^ it does not exist in sma 1 
p.ih lies of one hundred sores or so, but it is 
nell known that we have immense tracts of 
land thai will yield abundantly to the labor 
of llio husbandman. In regard lo ids friend 
Peiidergrast's remarks, he hojied our neigh- 
bors.would not long be put to the necessity 
of feeding us; he hoped the Colony would 
return the com|)linient at some filluro time, 
iiiid ■■■cud back all the go. id thiiig.s Ihey have 

been so long living. [Laughter.] He 

had seen wgitables grown heie that ex- 
celled aiiyihing he had ever before met 
with, and many gardens wire not lo be sur- 
pas.MHl. riieru was not the slightest dan* 
ger but if onr resources wore once made 
known thai capil.il and irnmigraiils would 
How in upon ii-i ainioil immeilialely. In 
conclusion, lie begged leave lo olfor the fol 
lowing :
